eges,  University  Standards  is- 
8d  the  following  explanation. 
‘The  Traffic  and  Parking  Re- 
lations handbook  states:  ‘Any 
dent  obtaining  five  traffic  cit- 
ons  on  campus  during  one  aca- 
nic  year  will  be  referred  to 
4versity  Standards  where  his 
her  University  parking  permit 
ly  be  cancelled  until  the  student 
\ give  evidence  that  he  is  pre- 
red  to  observe  University  traf- 
'jules.  Students  who  continue  to 
fete  traffic  and  parking  regu- 


lations after  due  warning  may 
be  suspended  from  the  Univer- 
sity.' ” 

Standards  explained  traffic  cita- 
tions include  both  moving  and 
parking  violations.  Suspension  of 
parking  privileges  is  “generally 
from  one  to  two  semesters,’’  24 
hours  a day.  It  also  means  a stu- 
dent may  not  drive  on  any  cam- 
pus roads. 

PART  OF  COLLEGE 

“Part  of  the  college  experience 
is  to  learn  to  become  responsible 
citizens,’’  explained  the  Standards 
Office. 

Standards  stated  the  new  Traf- 
fic and  Parking  Regulations  hand- 


book is  available  at  Security, 
Traffic  Court  and  University 
Standards  Office. 

The  newly  created  Student  De- 
fense Office  also  anounced  its 
willingness  to  help  defend  student 
cases  before  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court. 

The  office  handled  solely  “traf- 
fic and  parking"  appellate  cases 
last  semester— cases  originally 
heard  by  Traffic  Court  and  then 
reviewed  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

Located  in  the  ASBYU  offices 
on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Wilkin- 
son Center,  Student  Defense  Of- 
fice hours  are  Monday  from  3:30- 
4:30  p.m.  and  Tuesday-Thursday 
from  2-3  p.m.

2)  and  on  KSL  radio  (1160). 

UTAH  FAVORED 

Utah  is  considered  a slight 
favorite  in  the  contest  because 
of  its  home  court  advantage.  Dur- 
ing 14  conference  games  played 
to  date,  12  of  them  have  been  won 
by  the  home  team. 

Coach  Jack  Gardner  and  the 
Redskins  hope  to  continue  that 
trend  tomorrow  night. 

But  BYU  has  a record  of  its 
own  against  Utah  which  speaks 
favorably  of  the  Cougar's 
chances.  Coach  Watts’  cagers 
have  downed  the  Utes  seven 
straight  times  which  includes 
three  straight  victories  on  the 
Redskin  court.

LEADS  CONFERENCE 

Jackson  is  currently  leading  the 
conference  in  scoring  with  a 24.8 
average.  His  backcoMrt  team- 
mate, Walt  Simon,  is  hitting  13.8 
points  a game  in  conference  ac- 
tion. 

Put  those  two  against  the  Cou- 
gar forward  line  of  Jim  Eakins 
(19.0  in  conference),  Kari  Liimo 
(16.5)  and  Marty  Lythgoe  (14.8) 
and  guessing  who  will  dominate 
the  game  could  be  baffling. 

The  average  of  Eakins,  Liimo 
and  Lythgoe  add  up  to  49  points 
a game.  Including  Utah’s  third 
high  scorer,  Jeff  Ockel,  along 
with  Jackson  and  Simon  in 
scoring  averages,  their  total  is  an 
identical  49  points. 

TOP  REBOUNDER 

Eakins  gives  the  Cougars 
another  advantage  in  the  rebound- 
ing department.  The  6-11  center 
currently  leads  the  conference  in 
rebounds  with  13  a game.  Liimo 
is  seventh  in  rebounds  with  8.5  a 
game. 

While  the  Mountain  Cats  are 
strongest  on  the  front  line,  the

Vietnam

Vietnam,  The  Impossible  Dream. 

It  has  finally  dawned  upon  our  present  Administration 
we  are  not  winning. 

Worse,  Vietnam  is  becoming  a bottomless  pit  without 
even  the  trace  of  relief. 

Two  years  ago  I appeared  on  a radio  panel  discussion 
in  Hawaii  to  debate  the  Vietnamese  conflict.  I said  we  had 
made  a big  mistake  and  would  pay. 

People  laughed. 

About  7,000  G.I.  deaths  later,  Congress  and  our  Admini- 
stration are  doing  a doubletake  to  see  where  it  went  afoul. 

WHY? 

The  enemy  has  demonstrated  it  can  move  into  any  Viet 
city  and  cause  considerable  destruction. 

Why? 

Why? 

Everyone  is  asking? 

Why  have  the  reports  of  the  war  been  so  promising  and 
optimistic  when  now  we  see  how  bad  it  still  is  ? 

The  answer  is  easy — but  hard  to  take. 

We  have  never  controlled  more  than  2.59c  of  the  land 
area  in  South  Vietnam  and  have  only  had  limited  coopera- 
tion of  the  Vietnamese  within  the  urban  areas. 

VIET  CONG  CONTROL 

The  Viet  Cong  presently  control  75  9i  or  better  of  the 
land  area  and  hold  some  type  of  committment  from  most  of 
the  rural  peasants  outside  of  the  cities. 

Sympathy  within  the  cities  is  considerable. 

The  so-called  government  in  the  South  is  corrupt  and 
cares  little  about  the  welfare  of  the  country.  And  why 
should  it?  We  pay  the  bill  completely  and  condone  the  un- 
checked corruption  even  at  the  highest  levels. 

The  NLF  promises  a national  government  free  from 
foreign  domination.  It  is  spearheaded  by  a group  of  Viet- 
namese lawyers  and  former  government  officials  who  de- 
fected the  Saigon  Regime  in  disgust. 

TAX  COLLECTOR 

There  has  been  little  reform  in  the  Vietnamese  economy. 
This  is  a badly  neglected  item.  When  we  supposedly  retake 
a rural  area,  the  first  person  the  poor  farmer  sees  is  his 
foimre  tax  collector  that  wants  more  from  him  due  to  his 
neglect  of  payment  during  VC  occupation. 

The  rampant  inflation  due  to  the  G.I.  buying  power  in 
the  cities  cause  many  of  the  urbanites  who  are  washed  out  to 
join  the  NLF. 

The  600,000  ARVN  Army  has  no  espirit  de  corps  be- 
cause a draftee  is  in  for  life  and  the  officers  spend  most 
of  their  time  buying  each  other  off  to  move  up  the  ladder 
where  the  greenbacks  are  greener. 

The  Viet  Cong  forces  are  some  of  the  most  determined 
fighters  we  have  ever  faced.  They  have  a cause  (irrelevent 
of  its  worthiness)  and  they  believe  it.  Their  dedication  to 
that  cause  was  evidenced  this  past  week  when  wave  after 
wave  of  VC  assaulted  our  Saigon  Embassy  on  suicide  mis- 
sions. 

TIRED  OR  APATHETIC 

The  14,000,000  South  Vietnamese  are  either  tired  or 
apathetic  to  the  situation.  They  have  been  at  war  since  1938 
and  have  fought  two  previous  foreign  powers.  Violence  has 
become  a way  of  life.  The  people  are  tired.  They  want  to  be 
left  alone.  They  are  sick  of  seeing  foreign  soldiers  on  their 
soil,  with  their  women,  and  killing  their  countrymen. 

While  we  have  been  spending  $50,000,000  a day  in  Viet- 
nam, Russia  has  doubled  her  ICBM  missile  capacity  and  can 
now  send  twice  as  many  atomic  warheads  to  the  U.S.  My 
guess  is  they  won’t  come  giftwrapped. 

We  have  fooled  ourselves.  We  can’t  save  every  two-bit 
nation  that  is  incompetant  at  meeting  its  own  problems.  But 
we  can  close  our  eyes  (and  minds)  and  dream.  We  can  dream 
of  Gary  Cooper  walking  down  Mainstreet  with  an  all-Ameri- 
can victory. 

That  was  a movie. 

But,  but  maybe  if  we  watch  enough  movies  where  the 
good  guys  win  in  the  end,  it  just  might  happen  in  real  life. 
Hell  might  freeze  over,  too.

living  and  Church  opportunities 
available,  etc.,  going  somewhere 
else  to  school  would  be  no  en- 
joyable or  comparable  choice 
whatsoever.  To  be  happy  to  bear 
a few  minor  policies  which  one 
does  not  agree  with  rather  than 
transfer  to  another  school  does 
not  mean  that  every  policy  is 
right. 

The  Universe  stated  in  today’s 
(Feb.  6)  editorial  that  “It  is  well 
within  the  right  of  the  Administra- 
tion to  suspend  violators  of  the 
Honor  Code  once  it  has  been  es- 
tablished and  accepted  by  each 
student  upon  his  entrance  to  the 
University.”  I think  the  word 
POWER  should  have  been  substi- 
tuted for  the  word  right. 

The  University  could  enact 
many  policies  that  would  be  seri- 


ous transgressions  of  freedom, 
and  because  the  laws  of  the  land 
are  such  as  they  be,  it  could  be 
passed  over,  but  being  able  to 
DO  it  and  its  being  RIGHT  are 
two  different  things.  (After  all, 
a Russian  citizen  has  “free  agen- 
cy” to  obey  the  dictates  of  the 
Party  or  be  shot,  or  imprisoned, 
etc.,  but  some  choice.)

Wallace  Announces 


WASHINGTON  (UP)  — Former 
Gov.  George  C.  Wallace  of  Ala- 
bama formally  announced  his  can- 
didacy for  president  Thursday. 

He  vowed  to  stamp  out  riots 
and  crime,  invoke  a tougher  Viet- 
nam war  policy  and  give  the 
states  more  say-so  in  their  own 
affairs. 

Asserting  there  wasn’t  a dime’s 
worth  of  difference  between  the 
Democratic  and  Republican  par- 
ties, the  feisty  segregationist  whose 
wife  took  his  place  in  the  Alabama 
governor’s  mansion  said  he  was 
running  to  win  at  the  head  of  the 
American  Independent  Party  tic- 
ket. 

Thus,  Wallace  created  what  is 
expected  to  become  the  first  sig- 
nificant third  party  movement  in  20 
years;  one  that  could  drain  votes 
from  both  major  parties. 

“The  fighting  little  judge,”  as  he 
is  known  in  his  home  state,  told 
reporters  the  “typical  American  of 
all  races  is  tired  of  riots,  of  crime 
running  rampant  in  every  city  of 
our  nation.” 

“The  man  in  the  street  knows 
that  it  is  the  activist— the  militant 
—who  is  responsible.  If  I were 
President,  I would  give  my  support 
to  law  enforcement  officers  to  en- 
force the  laws.  I would  see  to  it 
that  you  could  walk  the  streets 
of  Washington  if  it  took  30,000 
troops  with  two-foot  bayonets,” 
Wallace  said. 

The  47-year-old  former  gover- 
nor who  unsuccessfully  defied  Fed- 
eral attempts  to  desegregate  the 
University  of  Alabama  called  for 
a tough  line  in  Vietnam  and  more 
White  House  reliance  on  the  Pent- 
agon. 

The  President,  Wallace  said, 
“ought  to  lean  on  the  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff”  as  the  primary  means  of 
ending  the  war. 

“The  first  thing  I w'ould  do  as 
President,”  he  said,  “would  be  to 
let  Peking,  Hanoi  and  Moscow 


know  the  determination  of  the 
people  to  stand  behind  our  service- 
men.” 

Wallace,  who  joins  Gov.  George 
Romney  of  Michigan  and  Sen.  Eu- 
gen  J.  McCarthy,  D-Minn.,  as  the 
only  announced  candidates,  also 
said,  “We  must  have  a nation 
which  will  not  tolerate  defiance  of 
its  national  security  by  those  with- 
in who  offer  aid  and  comfort  to 
our  enemies.  I want  treasonable 
acts  punished.” 

In  good  spirits  but  looking  a bit 
tired,  the  5-foot-7  Wallace  said  the 
states  must  be  allowed  to  run 
their  schools,  hospitals  and  other 
institutions  without  interference 
from  Washington. 

“The  domestic  policies  of  our  na- 
tion’s government  have  caused  our 
people  to  become  a government- 
fearing  rather  than  a God-fearing 
people,”  Wallace  said. 

The  nation  must  show  more  con- 
sideration for  the  farmer,  permit 
less  government  interference  in  the 
free  enterprise  system  and  defend 
the  rights  of  private  property  own- 
ership, Wallace  declared. 

Answering  reporters’  questions, 
Wallace  said  civil  rights  laws  were 
really  attacks  on  property  owner- 
ship and  local  government.  He  said 
he  hoped  Congress  would  change 
these  laws,  but  if  not,  they  would 
have  to  be  enforced.

The  Russian  PT76  is  a 15-ton 
amphibious  tank  mounting  a “very 
fine”  76-millimeter  gun,  a U.S.  mili- 
tary briefing  officer  said  in  Sai- 
gon Thursday.  He  did  not  rule  out 
the  possibility  that  these  tanks 
could  be  used  at  Khe  Sanh,  but 
he  said  the  marine  defenders  there 
had  plenty  of  anti-tank  guns  and 
ammunition. 

The  defenders  of  Lang  Vei  held 
out  for  several  hours  against  a 
North  Vietnamese  force  outnum- 
bering them,  but  the  manpower 
odds,  the  Communist  armor  and 
attack  with  flamethrowers  were 
too  much  in  the  end.
